In some respects one of tho most

remarkahle State campalgns evcr

fought ln Vlrglnla is that whlch wlll
end wlth the battle of the ballots on

Tuesday, November 3th.
Perhaps Its most strlklng features

are Its dullness, so far as tho leglsla-
tive contests are concerned, and the

great actlvlty whlch ls belng dlsplayed
in many sectlons over county ofucers.

Especially ls the latter true wlth refer-
«nce to county treasurcrs, many of

Vhom have strong and bitter opposl
tlon.

In r.lehmond clty lt would not be falr
to dlgnlfv what ls golng on politlcally
this fall with the word "campalgn."
There Is no campalgn. The Democrats
have named a full tlcket for both
branches of the Legislature. and the

Republicans have nomtnated one can¬

dldate for the House, In the person of
Mr. Lesllc H. Drew. a young lawyer.
Thev hope by this method and through
"Democratic inactivlty to "sllp ln" a.

man on the House tlcket. though the
dominant pnrty managcrs do not seem

alarmod. "Parson" Wllllam E. Talley,
¦who is looked upon as a cross between
a Republlcan klcker and an Indepen-
dent Democrat. Ih runnlng on hls own

accord for the Senate agalnst Harman
and Folkes. the Democratic nominees.

The Democratic tlcket wlll be elect-
fd in full wlthout any great trouble,
though on a comparattvely small vote.
There has not been a slngle* general
campalgn meetlng and absolutely no

speeches have been made. The Clay
"Ward Actlves trlcd to have a meetlng
some weeks ago. but only a few meni-

bers and no candldates attended. Chalr.
man Jaraes B. Doherty has adopted a

new method of getting the votes out
in clty electtons. Instead of havlng
grandrallies and Importlng urators of|
State-wlde reputatlon at great expense
to speak to small audlcnces, ho has
asked men of prominence both in and
out of the State to wrlte open Wters
to the voters, telllng them why they
should turn out and vote. Letters
along tbls line have been recelved and
publlshed by Mr. Doherty froni Gover¬
nor Glenn. of North Carollna; Con-
greysman John Lomb. of Richtnond. and
others. These letters may be counted
upon to help some, but Rlchmond ls a

Democratic clty, and would send a

solld Democratic delegatlon to the
Leglslaturf beyond the barest shadoiv
of a doubt. even though 110 meetlngB
were held and no letters wrltten.

In the Old Free State.
Over in Xunenburg, whlch ls called

the "old Tree State," thero are no
nomlnattons for the House of Dele-
gatos. It Is a "free-for-all llght," wlth
two Democrats running. These are
Messrs. Allen and Love, and both be¬
lng loyal party men and popular citl-
zens, the race ls looked upon as
doubfful. In old Hallfax the race ls
also "free for all." There aro three
candldates for tho two House seats.
and It looks as If Mayor Joseph Steb-
blns, Jr., of South Boston, wlll fill the
one of them. But ¦* the ,flght that ls
attractlng aitenllon- in iialifax Is for
the Senate. It is between Henry H,
Edmondson, a former House member
and for many years chairmun of the
Board of Supervlsors of hls county. and
Senator H. O. Kerns. These men are
pretty evenly matched, though the
"rank and file'1 of the party as a rule
seem to be supporting Major Ed¬
mondson, and hls frlends say he wlll
come to the post on electlon day wlth
a safe, though not an overwhelmit'.u
lead.

Two L'gly Figlits.
There are two peculiarly ulgly fights

for treasurer in Vlrpinla at thls tlme.
One ls in Henrico and the other ls
Nelson. Nearly every one understands
condltlons in Henrico. In vlew of re-
cent developments there, so llttle need
be sald here concernlng that flglu. But
in far-off Nelson, which the late Dr.
A. B. Fitzpatrick used to dellght to
call in hls Tentli District convention
speeches "the sunrise side of yon blue
mountains." there is trouble, and seri-
otis trouble, about which the average
man is not wc-ll posted.

Mr. J. R. Peebles has be»n treasurer
of the county for twenty-ilve or thlrty
years. He ls a candldate for re-elec-
tlon in a *'free-for-all right," no riorni-
natlons havlng been marle by elthcr
party.

Mr. Peeble's competltor ls Mr. W. B.
Lea, a promlnent young merchant of
"Lovingston. who ls looked upon as one
of thf most popular men in the county.There are charges arid counter chargesand the contest ls so bitter as to bx-
clte the passlons and prejudtces of tbemost conservatlve peopie in the county.Wiierr ihe Duttle ln.

Evorythlng save the treasurershlpeontest is belng absolutely overlooked
ln Nelson, accordlng to late advlces
from there, and lt appcars that the
battle, however lt may go, wlll leave
blekerlngs and heart-burnlngH whlch
may not wear out wlth h generatlon
The recent unhappy Lovlng affalr ls
.nterlng serlunsly Into thr tiglit. Mr.
Peebles charges that Mr. Lea is belng
run by the "Lovlng ring." Mr. Lea
blttefly denles thls in a card prlnted
ln the county paper. He aays he nevcr
kn«tw of a "Lovlng riug," and denles
that Judge Lovlng ever asked hlm t<:

Congrcssman John Lamb, of Vir-,

glnia, was tho speaker at the Railroad
Y. M. C. A. yesterday afternoon. a

large audlence of railroad men and
their famllies gathering to hear hlm ln
thelr hall In Maln Street Station.
Captaln Lamb spoke on the "Influ-

ences Which Make Thls a Christian
Nation." In the c'ourso of hls remarks
Captaln Lamb brought out the cheers
of the men by saylng that tho three
men who had the greatest personal
Influencc on the peopie of America to-
day were Presldent Roosevelt, Cardlnal
Glbbons and Hon. W. J. Bryan. each
name calllng for its own burst of en-
thusiasm from the railroad men.
Captaln Lamb pald hlgh tribute to

Thurman, Krouse and Smallwood, Of¬
flcer Krouso put hls revolver ln Mun-
day's face as he started to sneak away,
and the negro halted, going to the
Second Station quietly.

Dabney Idca Is to Dcfinc. SptW
cifically Dutics of thc Two

Afficers.

WILL RETAIN COL. CUTSHAW

Present Head of Department to
Act in ari Advispry Capacity

Only.
As a substltute plan for changes In

the Engtneerlng Department of tho
clty, Alderman Dabney has had Clty
Attorney Pollard prepare an ordlnance
somewhat dlfferent rrom tho orlglnal
proposltlon whlch came rrom tho Street
Commlttee. ln so la.r, ns lt defincs the
dutics of the actlvo and tho consultlng
ehglneer. Tho general Idca has been
to make Colonel Cutshaw tho'consult¬
lng englneer, the ordlnance provldlng
that no man shall bo ellglble unless h«
has served tho clty as englneer for
twenty consecutlve years.
Deallng wlth tho dutles of the two

offlcers, the Dabney ordlnance says:
"It shall bo the duty of thc Clty

Englneer to consult wlth tho Con¬
sultlng Englneer on all matters of
Importance relatlng to the conduct
of hls offlce, and tho better to on-
ablo hlm cfficlently, economlcally
and promptly to dlschargo thc
dutles Imposed upon him by thc
charter of the clty of Rlchmond.
and all recommendatlons proposed
to be made In the annual report of
the Clty Englneer shall be sub-
mlttcd to the Consultlng Englneer,
and such annual report shall state
whlch of the sald recommendatlonn
havo the approval of the Consult¬
lng Englneer and whlch have not.
It shall bo the duty of the Consult¬
lng Englneer, when called upon by
the Clty Englneer, to glve such
advlce and counsel as he may dcem
best ror the lnterest of the clty and
the Englneor's Department, and
shall impnrt any useful lnforma-
tlon he may possess; but he shall
have no authorlty or powers tor the
directlon of the operatlon of the
Englneer Department beyond the
proper sphere of hls ndvlsory and
consultlng -position. The -Councll
of thc clty of Rlchmond may at any
tlme call upon tho Consultlng Engl¬
neer ror an. optnlon ln regard to
any englneerlng problem whlch
they moy have under consldera-
tlon." \

Antount of Salary .'Vot FIxed.
The questlon of salary for the twt.

officers Is not llxcd. Colonel Cutshaw's
value to thc clty has long been recog-
nlzcd, and there Is a unlvcrsal destrrs
to retaln his servlces.
